FAI1M AND GARDEN, 


CULTIVATION OF TOMATOES.—Hoveral of 


tho catalogues issued tho present year by 
dealers in seeds contain very attractive pic- 
tures of tomatoes trained upon rustic trel- 
lises. "Whether it ia entirely practical or 
not we do not know, but it is said tho prod- 
uct is much improved, not only iu appear- 
ance but in quality. A very easy way of 
raising tuo vines fium the dirt aud iffipftrtlriK 
to a small plantation quite an ornamental 
appeai'auco is to wait until tho vino begins 
to fruit and then surround each hill with the 
common shavings used by furniture dealers 
as packing for furniture. 
Four or five 


inches in height and sufficiently spread to 
givo tho vines a support, not only keep the 
fruit from being covered with dirt, but tho 
shavings serve as n imilnh, which does not, 
however, prevent the rain from reaching the 
roots. Au application of liquid manure to 
tomato vines gives them great vigor. 


Pr>ANT Form,—To Rlmw now Bmnll A part 


is taken in certain eases by tho mineral con- 
stituents of plant footl, it may bo well to 
call to mind one of the earliest experiments 
upon ths subject of vegetable nutrition. 
Van Helmons placed in n proper receptacle 
oxaolly two hundred pounds of carefully 
dried soil, and then planted therein a wil- 
low which weighed just Gve pounds. The soil 
was enclosed by a cover 
HO that no dust 


from outside could reach it ; and it was 
kept moist, with enough water as occasion 
required, for five years. At tho end of that 
time the willow was removed, and the soil 
separated carefully from the roots. 
Tho 


willow weighed then one hundred and sixty- 
four pounds ; but the soil, again thoroughly 
dried, na at first, had lost only two ouuoea ! 
Although tho experiment wca not conducted 
with the exactness which characterizes mod- 
ern research, it was a very excellent one for 
the time in which it was performed. It must 
bo added that Van lielmoua erroneously con- 
cluded that tho plant had taken all its nour- 
ish in out from tho water, whereas we know 
today that tho plant obtains from the at- 
mosphere fi large part of the material out of 
which its structure is made.—[Concerning

KEEPING SHEEP.—Tho 
Kentucky Live 


Stock Itooord, speaking of tho beat breed 
for fanners, any a :— Tbo best sheep fora 
farmer to keep aro tboso that yield the 
heaviest fleeces aud the greatest number of 
pounds of mutton. The scrub sheep yields 
from ,-t to (! Ibs. of wool por head, while 
Moriuoes range between 10 and 20 Ibs., nud 
thorougbrod Cotswold oven more. 
Why is 


it that farmers do not raise tho sheep which 
givo these heavy fleeces ? Then na to mut- 
ton, the Cue sheep produce a large amount 
of flesh, and do not eat any more than a 
scrub. .But besides theso facts, the well- 
bred aheep yield not only larger iloecoa per 
head, but the wool is of superior quality. 
The same is truo of the ilesh of Hue-bred 
aheep in comparison with scrubs. 


Southdowus, for instance, produce the 


finest mutton in tho world, alwaya com- 
manding an extra price—a llesh which 
princes desire—while tho iloeco is medium. 
The Shropshires stand next in mutton qual- 
ity, and aro next to Colswolds iu fleeces. 
The profits of theso breeds aro very great 
in times of ordinary prosperity, and under 
all circumstauces it ie best for the farmer 
to breed them, because they pay bettor—tho 
grand result which is tho supreme object of 
the farmer—the highest possible remunera- 
tion for his capital and labor. 


AUOUT MILK.—Skim milk from cows well 


fed, 
well cared for and kept in clean stables, 


is often better thau new milk from cows 
poorly fed aud kept in filthy stables. 
Wo, 


as farmers, must do our busi'uo&a hotter and 
in a neater manner. 
Wooden pails should 


never bo used for milk, as the wood checks 
and the milk finds its way into tho crevices 
of the wood, and afterwards we have tainted 
milk.

"Wilkesbarro on Tuesday of last week wero 
finally rescued yesterday after nn imprison- 
ment of six days.
